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Dear Cyril, 

It Y/as my intent to get an early start this morning so I could write you without 
interruption ana at some length, but yesterday I slipped out whatever it is that lias caused 
ray lower-back trouble since 1939 and at 4 and 5 a.m. I felt I'd best stay in bed because a 
rough day lies ahead* You maynot know it, but we have established one of the basis principles 
of ecological lav? relating to npise* From what our enemies and such stout-hearted and loyal 
friends as Mark Lan e have written, you'd not know it* A second suit, with the principle 
ilready established in the first, has been stalled for years* For the past two years the 
government has been stalling an agreed-to promise of good-faith, out-of-court negotiation 
looking to ah amicable settlement* I have had to keep pressure on them* I think the judge 
is now, too, and they have finally promisee to begin. The assistant u.S* Attorney is due 
here from Baltimore early this morning, to spend the day here working on this* 

From this explanation, you should be able to understand two tilings: my mind and my 
time should at this moment, were I to serve my own selfish interest, be on that, not this 
letter; and the added cost to me of the work I do on the assassination* 

There should be another explanation at the outset. I am not known among "critics 11 
as a man undeviatingly diplomatic on delicate subjects, '^his is a legitimate criticism. 
Sometimes it is because I loose my cool, but more of cen it is deliberate, for sometimes 
I think directness and forcefulness is required, not subtleties* 

The small group of us who say we seek the truth about the assassinations (and some, 
bolioveing it, really have something else uppermost in their minds jj are in some respects 
stange to most people* In varying degrees, most of us have some common characteristics, 
and, again varying with the individual, these are manifested in different v/ays. Lome of 
us are outright nuts* Others, rational on everything else, are on this subject irrational* 

A few are genuine paranoids* There are those who are honest and incorrupt able in every other 
aspect of their lives but on this are as straight as a coiled cobra. I use this figure not 
by accident, for I have in mind also the usual consequences of the dishonesties and breaches 
of trust I have in mind* Without giving you any names, for my purpose is illumination, not 
defamation, I'll give you two illustrations* 

With the benefit of sage counsel from one of the more quiet of us I was able to 
obtain absolute proof of the destruction of tome of the most delicate evidence* /mother 
os us, who Intrusted and to whom I told this, said he could do certain things that might 
advance my knowledge* 1 told him that, as I had in preface, I vented this information to 
go no further, that it was to him alone in strictest confidence, he agreed. Later he v/as 
here, having asked to copy some of my pictures* I had agreed and turned him loose in my 
office, hsowing him. where the tilings he wanted are.* It wasn't too long before he was 
showing slides of what he had copied here to some of the most irresponsible Oj. us, including 
one certified side man - including this thing he had promised to keep confidential. Do you 
think there is now any prospect of carrying this further? 

Several of us had been working, very quietly, on another extfemely delicate element 
of suppressed evidence having to do with a possible Oswald intelligence connection prior to 
the assassination. There is one of us who has connections in a distant city, and I have 
no funds for travel, as you know. I asked this "critic" if he could keep something in 
closest secrecy and if ho could help me carry thi3 forward, would he promise to make no 
use, mention of distribution of what I would tell him. tie agreed* All I asked of him, and I 
v/as quite explicit in this, is that he use his connection in that city to get for me the 
contents of the newspaper morgues on a certain name. He had so little intention of keeping 
his v/ord that he didn t even remember giving it, and some time later he showed me a copy of 
a report made to liim By the incompetent and uninformed man he had actually sent to interview 
the man in question. His agent hadn't the slightest -idea of what he was into, naturally, he 
got no information from the suspect, and another of tine more promising and important elements 
of a full investigation is bloY/n forever. These are not the only such cases I can cite* 
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While in each of these cases a lack of personal integrity is flagrant, x assure you 
the intent wa^not evil if the results were, that in each case the ambition was to develop

I have developed that I would not live others were they to aslc for it, there is no si ole 
thing I have that x have replicated in other hands, and there is noti ng I have that I do 
noTshow those I trust. You well know that I have been after you for three years for you to 
come here and see what 1 liave in the field of your expertise. 

Some of us have criticized me for being too open tills way, and i fear that in at 

least some cases they are right. Because I really can t afford to make copies, too often I 

lend files to people who do not return them. I'm too busy to take the time to iaake a record 
of what I lend, too busy to remember all of it, and the next time someone comes and a file 
is not here, usually I can't remember who got it or how long ago* Ii you can take tins as 

I ^Lato.aa, you cou also set a readies »u the iut.srity rf ace of ua. 

We all do tilings we shouldn't do, and not necessarily from bad intentions. I suppose 
one of my more serious sins is trusting too many people. Another is wasting time that l could 
use for productive purposes helping others who would not or trying o avoi 3?°^ 
disasters, as with J ohn hichols. I spent more time trying to straighten him out af t 1 h 
filed his first suit that it would have taken me to write one of the books! have researches 
Id is ready for the writing, There are quite a few of these. Bomenave little commercial 
propsect and can but serve to make and leave a recotd. Others liave great promise, but am 
of serious purpose and have to assign my own priorities. r X'ed nupierman told me xnlj67 
whenTdescSSd one of them to him that if I did it immediately in his opinion it would 
sell 400,000 copies in hardback, wo. tins is a fantastic sale, and his field beiore Congress 
was publishing law, but 1 did not write that book, despite my urgent need for money tor 
living and to°make the work easier to accomplish simply because at tiiat time l tnougnt ot ler 

tilings more important. 

imd thus X write you instead of the thing in which I should sb obviously be engaged, 
because I think wilting you is more important than money. When you stay as brace as x nave 
been for so many years, when you once adjust to poverty and come to realize tnat xt vail 
probably be a permanent fate, it is like the numbing of excessive cold, ana money, Respite 
the urgent need for it, doesn’t have the value it has to those who have an ample supply of it. 

At tMs ooint, and this is the truth, not dramatic effect, 1 was resundou to phone tue vicc- 
nr evident of my bank to see him tonight about the payment on the principle on my indebtedness 
due todav andl don't have it. i’o those of you who enjoy a .cod life, tins may seem incomprehen 
SJllftat ^have adjusted to it. By the end of next week, unless some of those who owe us 
money, who are a goodly number and the sum is of considerable (for us) size, pay us, we vail, 
auite* literally, be nenniless. of course, this louses up a life, it has been ruinous to my 
?dfe, whose hiatal hernia lias been tormenting her for about two months now. 1 don t have o 
tell you the inevitable consequences of such nervous torment as sne sufiers from the km 
life ^ lead on such an affliction. But I have adjusted to this kind of existence, and I am 
aware that psychiatrists might consider this an abnormality. 

The tilings X have not adjusted to and thing I'll never be able to is the paving of so 
i ^ . i hell bv those of the best intention who do not realize what they are 
o^L^be^oing. The one laid down by the government was on., too many. We should not be paving 
ZrTlflZXt we are, as from the beginning at almost all times some of us have been.

As you lmow, because of the regard and trust I have for you and because of your 
ore-eainent qualifications in your specialty, I have tried to keep you informed ofuwhat 
i have developed that should interest you. I havehad no secrets from you and have, in 
fact, regularly encouraged you to come here so you could study all of it. x n some cases X 
have sent you sample. *ou have never had time. When I asked that you be an expert witness 
for me in court, you also had no time for tliat. This I could understand, for I know you are 
busy and I recongnize that one who spends the hours working each day that I do certainly 
at the very least, shortens Ilia life, and that each thing he does is at the cost of something 
he does not do. But what has perplexed me for some time is that you have not kept the one 
promise you have made me, one so easy for you to keep. You agreed to have your criminalist 
xerox for me from a standard, text dependable descriptions of the capabilities and limitations 
of spectrographic and neutron-activation tests. And each time I remind you I get a letter 
telling- me ho., great and dedicated I am and 'how fortunate the criticial community is that 
I have been willing to apply myself to this work. I have as much ego as the next, but I 
have not been fishing for compliments. I get enough of them without solicitation from 
strangers who write to tell me I am not without some appreciation, but your unsolicited 
praises did not fill my need to have a dependable reflection of this technical knowledge 
± lacked. I nave just checked the file. It is four weeks ago today that I reminded you of 
this. 1 have had no reply. And I have completed that part of my writing. If there is error 
in what can be the most significant work to date, I'll share it with you. The tragedy is that 
i can t share credit for anything good with you, for you have remained unhelpful and unwiling 
to learn. And what I think you do not know, is what at this moment trouble me most. 

t Almost everyone I kpow has told me that when the anniversary of the Kennedy family— 

GtiA contract comes, when the fifth year lias expired, you are proceeding to got access to 
the pictures and X-rays. I can understand this. I began the effort the first of November, 

1266, officially, and much earlier unofficially. ’[ am the first person turned down, both 
officially and, 1 think, unofficially* What I can t understand it that you would keeji this 
secret from me alone. At least I can't urulerstand"in any way I'd like to. I have heard it 
from those not really worthy of trust. You have much to learn about this. X hope it doesn't 
come to you with the unpleasantness it lias to me. 

When I sought to have copies of pictures ofxthe clothing mdde for me, I had Burke 
Marshall's assent. But the government went to court to refuse it. You can take this as a 
reading of Marshall, of the government's intent, or both. But it tells yfcu one tiling: that 
the government .does what serves its interest, not that of the Kennedy family or ours or 
that of truth, which it does not want established. 

Ask yourself why, when it ha3 published so many pictures, the government, even with 
Marshall having no objection, would not give me pictures of the clothing I aslc for? 

With but a single exception 1 can recall, I have been refused everything that to 
the government could have significant evidentiary value that was withheld and that 1 asked for. 

I have exhausted my administrative remedies on many tilings for which I can sue, including the 
pictures and X-rays. u nless you have done that of which X do not know, I think also that"l 
have done all the basic new work on them, as ^im Lesar, who lias been privy to what J " have 
sought, told a reporter here two days ago, in each case where 1 had been pushing for ' suppressed 
evidence, where the government could, it included relevant crap in the 1970 declassification. 
Even when they were refusing me they were declassifying what they were refusing. In some cases 
it seems tnat the declassification proceeded the rejection. Fortunately, some of the bureaucrats 
lack understanding, and I did get some significant new information even after being refused. 

I began asking Bud to represent me in a suit for tho pictures and X-rays before he left 
the Senate, that long ago. There came a time when he agreed. I spent most of two months merely 
making copies of my correspondence and related materials so he could file. Then he changed his 
Blind , wasting all tliis time for me and wliat for me is a great cost in copying paper for my 
3t-i machine. Then he changed his mind again and said he would and encouraged me to. He went 
fartnur, and said the formula I had worked out for the suit is by far the best and one for 
which there is ample legal precedent, wliich I knew, for that was the reason I took tills 
ap->roach. I could also at any time have filed for myself. But I didn't do either. V/ith cause. '

I think 
that lias 1 asked, all the others would have, how we had among us millionaires, nnd from the 
outset everyone knew how broke I was* Sylvia, for example, is a wonderful a person as she 
is brilliant* ohe is the first oi the critics I met, and she Knew my conditions* dlie, in her 
passion and her intense hatred fo Garrison, found money to cintribute to the rascal x bornley 
for his "defense" (he actually used it in a campaign against me because he knew 1 was onto 
things about him - and if you have doubts, the proof of this you can also see), but it never 
occurred to her to offer me what for her would have been an insignificant sum so that I could 
buy things from the Archives. I do not say this in criticism of oylvia. ii y respect for her 
is boundless. It just didn* t occur to her. If it had, I am certain she would have been 
generous* Jones Harris, of whom we known to little, asked that > undertake certain work for 
him, including getting color picture, which 0 in the terms of my 1 ’ life) costly. I did. It took 
me months of hounding before he returned, to' the penny, the cost of the pictures only, but 
he never repaid the cost of getting them, never suggested that he could make a contribution 
to my work in return for the time it took. These tilings I tell you about people I expect you 
to keep to yourself, for my purpose is not personal criticism. I got Kay as Bud's client* It 
took me a year. Bud thought it was impossible, equating it with getting him on the next 
rocket to the rnokn. But I did it, with certain agreements made in advance, one being that 
1 would be the investigator on t e case* Once when X was flat broke I asked Bud to repay me 
only the cost on phone bills of accomplishing this, and he said he didn't have the money! 

He never, to this day, lias kept that agreement based on which I did so much. But he had money 
ior futilities, like taking the unspeakable and incompetent Flammonde to Europe* In 1968, 
before our penniless Bud left for a European Vacaction and when he was zany on the subject of 
Gariison, ne asKed two tilings ol me* that X gx) to dew Orleans while he was away and that 
I arrange to return there with him and spend two weeks wording there with him beginning the 
first ol December* I did botho He gave me then anu there the extra fare to go to New Orleans, 
but not the rest of the costs* I am still stuck for that as I am for more than 01,000 of 
theato money I spent for Garrison* And the December trip? lifter I made all the arrangements 
he changed .hi 3 mind, './hen for other reasons it was then necessary that I go to New Orleans 
to prevent another disaster (and what that cost mo besides money I can't recover), Bud did 
not provide the money. He also went. He took me out to dinner one night and tooksaa bottle 
of Scothh to t e man with whom I had a pad when lie was a dinner guest. x Ms was the extent 
of Iris help, more, he ran out on the dirty chore that fell entirely to me once Ms own guts 
got tangled. BMandria paid my fare that time, and what he then did is perhaps the greatest 
single humiliation of the many to which critics have, intentionally or otherwise, subjected me* 
lliere is no assassination committee that doesn't owe me money except Bud, and they owe me 
other tilings, like the return of my papers that Bud agreed would never get into their files 
(and I've been trying to get them back for two years once they were publicly misused. Health 
Maggies Melds and others begged me to go to California when Liebeler had Lane on the ropes 
^incredibly, lie really did). I abandoneu my second book on publication to do tMs. They 
never repaid even my fare. When on another trip the people who had made the arrangements 
made none for a place for me to sleep, with that quarter-of-a-million dollar home, Maggie 
made no ofxer oi a pad. Late that night I found it in the home of a divorced young woman 
who risked her reputation to let me use her couch. I could go on and on. I don't usually 
mention suen tilings, out I am leading to a different point, not just that various critics 
and committees are the cause ox almost 10/^ of my debt. The other side is this? with so many 
of the critics in a position to help, who do you think has every thought to voluntarily send 
me small sums with which to buy things at the ArcMves or lias provided them in response to 
requests tno infrequent times 1 make them? Not those established in life, not those who are 
without means, of whom you are one, but students! A few thoughtful people have sent me minor 
contributions for me to live on. The total sum over the years is insigMficant, but because 
it happened, it was significant as a gesture. In no case that I can recall has any one of 
the critics all of whom know my condition ever asked, do you need help?

imd by help I do not moan tho necessities of life, but merely paying for copies 
of documents and pictures from the Archives* or, by extension, the money to >ay for tho -as 
it takes me lo get there an... the parking cliarges. 1 go there little any more’ for the 
iirchxbes has, to a large degree, converted this into a fulility and I have other tliin-s 
to do. Besides, my car lias almost 100,000 miles on it, and if anything hap ons to it icannot 
replace it. i can t even have the spots that are rusting painted. Yet when I am ailcea, 1 
have- always provided copies of these documents. But I can't remember when anyone but a student, 
i or tne most part "those* least able to, have ever provided any help# 

Is this not a fine commentary on the senior members of the critical community? 

Let me ada to it: *ou all know have unpublished works. Bomeof you have fliooed over 
them, lhere is no prospect of the private publication of any ranking a profit for me’. "hut 
tneir publication could have made an available record, and one in particular, now more 
than two years old, could have had a considerable impact in the right places. At that time, 
the cost of printing 5,000 copies would have been less than 5,000. Where is all this 
selfless dedication of the senior critics? Wot one even suggested that any should get 
together or seek other help to bring this work out. Again, the younger ones thought of it, 
and some did try. Y’iiey know the wrong people and are themselves without means. 

Bo, what I am asking you do do i3 something Oise, to probe ana see if your purposes 
in your present plans, i3 really selfless, is really for the sole purpose of helping 
establish truth, frankly, Vyril, regardless of wiiat you may think, 1 do not think t is is 
the case. Yhe two small points I have already made do, I think, bear on tills: you have told 
almsot everyone except me of your plans (they may not all be blabbermouths, but enough xxm 
arc, so you might consider that I am not alone among those you haven't told who know and have 
long known; and you have persistently failed to give me the simple tiling I asked of you, 
the xeroxing of a couple of pages of texts readily available to you. 

All of this is separate from the more serious, the possibility that you may in 
reality accomplish the opposite of what you intend if you do “succeed". 

I think you can realize several tilings. This has taken me much time, and there is 
no possible gain in it for me. if anything, the opposite. So, believe me or not, my purposes 
are not other than I represent them to be. I would hate very much for you, without the 
intention, winding up another Harrison or what might bo worse, in the end so regarding
